Committee Prescribes For Use 
of Words in Army And 
Navy. 


(By Associated Press) 
Washington, 
Sept. 
6— Standard 
aeronautical terms, devised and com­ 
piled by the National Advisory Com­ 
mittee for Aeronautics, have been of­ 
fic ia l prescribed for use in the Ar­ 
my and Navy. 
Hereafter, the new 
order states, the officers of the two 
air services will use the regulation 
nomenclatures. 
For some time, aerial experts point 
out, laypen have been calling any­ 
thing that traverses the air an "air­ 
ship,” whereas the 
word “aircraft” 
should be employed. 
They say, that 
all balloons rigid and non-rigid air­ 
ships, or lighter-than-air craft, are 
constantly being termed “blimps,” a 
slang word now obsolete, but origin­ 
ally used to 
designate a non-rigid 
airship, driven by an engine installed 
In an airplane fuselage slung beneath 
the gas bag. 
The word “hydro-aer- 
plane” and “dirigible,” have been done 
away with and “airplane”, “seaplane” 
and “airship” have taken their places. 
According to the recently published 
report of the National Advisory Com­ 
mittee, 
“aircraft” 
constitutes any 
form of craft designed to navigate 
the air and is divided into “aero­ 
stats” 
and 
“airplanes.” 
Aerostats 
comprise lighter-than-air craft, em ­ 
bodying a container filled with a gas 
lighter than air, such as hydrogen, 
and are sustained by its buoyancy. 
They include 
“airships” 
and “bal­ 
loons.” 
The word “airplane” is now used 
to designate craft heavier than air, 
obtaining their support from the ac­ 
tion of the air on the wings, 
and 
driven through the air by screw pro­ 
pellers. 
"Tractors” 
are 
airplanes 
having 
their 
propellers 
in 
front; 
“pushers” having them in the rear. 
Usually airplanes are equipped 
for 
landing with wheeled landing gear, hut 
when fitted for alighting on water 
with a boat or pontoons, the 
term 
“seaplane” la used.
